An attempt by government of­ 
ficials to keep directors of Palm 
Springs Hospital District and 
their bids for purchase of former 
El Mirador hotel dangling while 
negotiations for a higher price 
from private parties continued, 
boomeranged this week when 
district hospital directors with 
drew their bid and decided to 
build a new hospital. 
And the next day the govern­ 
ment. according to Flnrian Boyd, 
hospital director, tried to sell El 
Mirador to them, their m an­ 
euvering for a higher price hav­ 
ing apparently failed. 
STORY OF THE governmental 
run-around and resultant new 
chapter in the El Mirador com­ 
edy of errors, was revealed this 
week. 
At a meeting of directors of 
the hospital district M o n d a v 
night it was revealed that an 
offer of $350.000 hail been made 
for the purchase of El Mirador. 
This hid was not officially re 
fused until it was learned that 
private parties had entered the 
picture with an offer far in excess 
of the $.350,000 offered. Kenneth 
Kirk, president of the district 
said. 
IT WAS LEARNED unofficially 
that a southern California hotel 
chain o p e r a t o r was negotiat­ 
ing for the purchase of El Mira­ 
dor hotel, and according to word 
from the San Francisco offices of 
the General Services Adminis­ 
tration. in charge of sales, the 
hotfl would bo sold within the 
next in days to two weeks. 
The price was reported then 
lo range from $485.000 to $685,­ 
000.A 
commit top consisting of 
Kirk. Flnrian Boyd, directors, and 
Roy Colégelo, attorney, for the 
district hospital and John Arthur 
Connors president of the Palm 
Springs 
Community 
hospital, 
opened negotiations for the pur­ 
chase of El Mirador almost ten 
days ago during a meeting held 
with R. G. Deede. representing 
General Service Administration, 
at the Biltmore hotel, Los An­ 
geles. 
KIRK ANNOUNCED that an 
offer of $200,000 was first sub­ 
mitted and that figure turned 
down cold. Before the session 
ended, the offer was upped to 
$350,000. This last figure was 
tentatively t u r n e d down hv 
Deede but he adviced the dir 
ectors to “hold the door open” 
for a few day s. 
These few days, according to 
Colegale and Boyd, with tele 
phone calls to Washington and 
San Francisco taking place in 
the interim, stretched nut until 
Monday noon when, in des­ 
peration. a call to San Francisco 
to attempt to learn the final 
word, was made. 
Boyd was informed that the 
hospital hid was too low, and 
that negotiations for the pur­ 
chase of El Mirador hotel at a 
reported figure of $625.000 were 
then taking place in San Fran­ 
cisco offices. 
COLEGATE ADDED that Ad­ 
ministrator Larsen, head of the 
General Service Administration.

COMMENTS BY TAXPAYERS on the city s report last 
week on bond revenue expenditures indicate a general 
satisfaction with the improvements made. There is. how­ 
ever. considerable disappointment over the city s failure 
lo get work started on the widening of Tndian avenue and 
opening of McCallum way— and to develop the North 
'End park. City M anager Rink explained at last w eeks 
Coordinating Council meeting that the city has been 
unable to get right-of-way agreements with the Indians 
for opening and widening of the streets .and that nothing* 
can he done until such agreements are obtained. W hat 
further attem pts are being made in this direction we 
do not know. It has been over a year since the bonds 
were approved and some definite action should be taken. 
As to the North End park, the city fathers say that im ­ 
provements were held up pending a clear title to the 
land and are now being planned. 
There has been some criticism of the city council 
for appropriating $75,000 from the capital outlay in ad­ 
dition to the bonds voted for improvements at the Poio 
Grounds. These people argue— and not without somp 
justification— that no more money should have h^en 
spent for this purpose than provided by the bonds. They 
feel that appropriations from the capital outlay fund 
should have gone to street improvements or others from 
which all taxpayers would have received some direct 
benefit. Another criticism heard was ¡hat too much 
money was spent for “professional fe e s ' in connection 
with the improvements. Perhaps the item could be ex­ 
plained by' the city with more detailed description. On 
the face of it, thp expenditure of $1591.35 for professional 
fees in connection with public rest rooms seems out of 
line.

Some people are criticizing the city for some of the 
improvements made. It m ust be remembered that the 
bonds were voted for specific purposes. The city council 
has carried out the improvements in accordance with 
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Palm Springs, Fri.. July 28, 1950

Cure for Nation's Biggest Headache 


Solution of the off-street parking 
problem in Palm Springs may be found 
in the "Zain Plan” now being worked out 
in Coral Gables, Florida. A new approach 
to the problem was proposed by G. K. 
Sain, now a resident of this city, for 
the rapidly-growing suburb of Miami 
where he was the developer of the famed 
Miracle Mile. Lack of parking space was 
hurting business in the congested area, 
like it has in most every city in the 
country, and Zain was determined to 
find a workable plan of obtaining off- 
street parking lots. His plan was adopted 
and is looked upon as a great boon to 
business by the merchants of the Florida 
community. The simplicity of the plan 
makes one wonder why it has not been 
tried before. 
The basis of the plan is as follows: 
Owners of vacant property lease their 
land to the city on a long-term lease, 
periods ranging from 50 to 90 years. The 
city paves the lot thus obtained and in­ 
stalls parking meters in it. The property 
owners, under such an arrangement, re­ 
ceive 35 percent of the gross revenue 
from the parking revenue. The lot owner 
is freed from taxes on his property and 
still receives a steady income from it 
without having to invest in improve­ 
ments. Meters can be obtained that will 
register longer periods than the street 


meters, perhaps 2 hours or more. Income 
from the meters in Coral Gables is esti­ 
mated at about $15 per year per parking 
space. 
Several lots with a total front foot­ 
age of 700 feet had already been leased 
by the city of Coral Gables up to a 
month ago. The lots are being paved and 
meters installed, and several are ex­ 
pected to be in operation soon. Super­ 
vision will be provided by the police 
department. 
The Zain plan is receiving the atten ­ 
tion of many other cities and will be 
watched with a great deal of interest. 
The Miami Herald, which published the 
first announcement of the plan, stated 
later that it was causing a national stir. 
The story was picked up by the Associ­ 
ated Press and a national magazine is 
planning to publish an article on the 
subject. 
We have the author of this off-street 
parking plan as a resident of Palm 
Springs. When interviewed by The Des­ 
ert Sun Mr. Zain said he would be glad 
to suggest to city officials how the idea 
can be applied right here to solve one 
of the city's most troublesome problems 
—and one about which nothing is being 
done at the present time. It's certainly 
worth investigating and we are fortun­ 
ate to have the person right here who 
has given so much study to the subject.

The claim 
that the council was influenced by small pressure groups 
may—or may not—be true. The answer to this charge 
is th at the councilm en are elected to do the job and must 
be depended upon to use good judgment. 
The complaint is made by Mayor Farrell and other 
council members that it is usually the representatives 
of small .minorities which appear at the council meetings. 
Those who agree with the council’s actions seldom show 
up at the meetings. It is up to the councilmen to deter­ 
m ine just how many people feel the same way a s a small 
group that may appear before the council and claim to 
represent the sentiments of a large number. That is why 
the council has recently adopted a rule that persons who 
appear at the meetings and state they represent certain 
groups or organizations must have on file with the coun­ 
cil a list of their members. 
Minorities are important. We need checks and bal­ 
ances in any government. More individuals should appear 
at the council meetings and let their wishes be known. 
But the council cannot be blamed for calling on anyone 
who appears as a representative of others to state whom 
he DOES represent.

On this latter policy South Ko­ 
rea, one of our own children 
in the world of free govern­ 
ments, f o u n d itself, on June 
25th, 
armed 
w ith 
antiquated 
armor, w ith inadequate am m u­ 
nition. with only the weapons 
of police protection, not ade­ 
quate to repel a communist in ­ 
vasion. It is because of this 
policy th at American boys are 
today dying on the battlefields 
around Taejon.
